I accepted thl* scheme without qoce- 
tion, aad we roeamed onr march. Be¬ 
fore we had gone a mile the road, bad 
at the beginning, diaaipnted itnelf into 
biaachm, nil wont, and moat of them 
long ago unfit for the ptunagu of wagon# 
or moonted men. We followed one road 
to Ita termination in a camp corend 
with decayed cypnaa alaba and a num¬ 
ber of rotting logshantie* that evidently 
had not been used "nance befo’ de wah." 
Ball carefully looked over the ground 
and decided that "no bnmana had been 
in thar to' montha 'n month*." We ant 
town and made a hearty broakfaet oa 
Km com bread and meat which Abe, the 
overseer of the Branch place, had ao 
thoughtfully provided the night before.

should chance to follow. He told ns 
abont tha Campbell place, abont ten 
miles off. and aaanred na that if w* 
reached there we would find friends. 

We bade Abe goodby, and at once 
started across the abandoned field -and 
entered the woods at the other aide. 
Tho murmnr of water in front told us 
that we were near the stream which Abe 
called "Clear ran.” It waa only a few 
yard* in width, and the bottom was 
hard. It flowed toward the north, and I 
inferred that it was a tributary of the 
Savannah, as the streams of the day be¬ 
fore, which flowed toward the aonth, 
were branches of the Ogeechee. We 
walked down tbe stream for abont two 
miles, the water usually to onr knees, 
bnt sometimes waist high, and frequent¬ 
ly we had to clamber over tree* that had 
fallen across the stream. 

We might have continued longer in 
the water, for it was wanner than the 
air, bnt suddenly tha woods fell away 
on either hand and we found ourselves 
at a bridge with a clearing in front 
The bridge suggested a road, and as we 
had not walked fire miles on one since 
onr escape, and this appeared to lead in 
the right direction, we determined to 
try it As onr feet were sore we took 
off onr boot* and stockings, and throw¬ 
ing them over oar ahoniden started off 
with some comfort The road was clay 
and the track wus cool and pleasant to 
onr feverish feet, but after going a few 
miles the soles became tender and we 
sut down by the roadside to put on our 
ragged boots again. 

We were talking in whispers, when we 
were startled by hearing a loud halloo, 
seemingly only a few hundred yard# 
away and in tbo direction we had been 
traveling. At our back was a fence, anil 
over this we clambered quickly and 
noiselessly; then, with our hands on our 
clumsy knives, the {tossession of which 
gave ns an indescribable feeling of se¬ 
curity, we waited to listen. Tbe shoot 
was repeated and answered from a dis¬ 
tance still further on in tho same direc¬ 
tion Then' followed the quick pounding 
of u galloping horse's feet and the vocif¬ 
erous salutations of two inert, who had 
evidently missed each other ut some 
rendexvuus near by.

We did not 
move from the fence, for wo wanted to 
hear what the meu had to say, and it 
was possible that they were negroes, but 
the horses and tltu boisterous talk dumped 
this hope. From their talk we learned 
that a great search was going on for de¬ 
serters and outlaws, and that parties of 
men with dogs were scouring the wood* 
in evfcry direction. 1 particularly recall 
one remark, made us they rode by: 

"They’re a d—d sight worse than the 
Yanks, for they not only won’t fight, but 
they keep good men back bar a-huntiug

Following sapper the fourth night 
after onr arrival tbe whole gang, each 
man carrying a torch—for then was no 
danger of being seen from the river—ac¬ 
companied ns down to the bayon. We 
ahook hands with them and got into tbe 
leaky scow, which we had to bail every 
minute we were aboard. Our plan had 
been discussed before starting and we 
had a pretty good ides of what we bad 
to do and the obstacles to be overcome. 
Tho commodore stood with n pole in hi* 
hand at tbe stern; I held a torch at the 
bow, and Bell worked a rusty tin pan 
amidships. The men waving their 
torches on the island in adieus, tbe inky 
waters of the bayon, the protrading 
“knees” and drooping branches of tbe 
cypresses, ail went to make np a picture 
of weirdness which I can never forget 

Aa we wound in and out, propelled 
along tbe tortuous course by the com¬ 
modore's pole, my respect for that 
doughty mariner's skill increased every 
moment When wo nenred the river he 
ordered me to throw the torch overboard, 
then he anbati toted a paddle for the pole. 
The boughs that bad been brushing our 
beads were behind and wo were ont on 
the current of the Savannah, abont sixty 
mile* above the city of the same name. 
How tbe commodore made bjs way 
across that black river that black night 
woe no doubt well known to himself, but 
It must ever remain a mystery to me. 

At length the bow of the boat struck 
tho opposite bank hnd tlio commodore, 
bolding her in position with a polo, called 
out, bnt I noticed that there was a sub¬ 
dued caution in his tones: 

"Jump, boys, jump! Better stay right 
where j-ou are till daylight, then cat 
dirt. Goodby!" 

Wo repeated "goodby” and jumped 
out, carrying with us some provisions 
wbicii the black man and the major gen¬ 
eral bad put in onr. bag. Wo listened 
till the splash of the paddle died away, 
and then wo sut down to wait for daj*- 
light and to discos* onr novel adventure 
with the generous swamp angels. With 
our backs against a tree wo dozed off. 1 
am very sure 1 slept, forit seemed to me 
only a very Bhort time between the de¬ 
parture of tlio commodore anil tlio com¬ 
ing of. daylight. 

Aa soon us it was light enough to see 
we started northwest tlirough tha 
swampy woodB, still carrying onr bouts, 
thougli onr feet were now so tough that 
I felt wo were burdening ourselves with 
a useless load. Here, aa on the opposite 
sido of tlio river, the swamp water was 
the color of strong coffee, anil it had an 
acrid taste that puckered tho lips and 
produced uu annoying titillntion in the 
throat 1 realized that it was like drink¬ 
ing in malaria, but tho heat was so in¬ 
tense that we could not resist tho thirst 
lt produced. 

About noon wo came upon another de- 
rsved corduroy road, und followed it ont 
of the swamp and into a largo fiat clear¬ 
ing. We halted at » fence surrounding 
a cotton field, now in its reddish purple 
blossom stuge. We knew that there wero 
negro quarters, if not a plantation bouse, 
near by, and as wo stood listening the 
chorus of the cotton hoers came to our 
ears:

This speech was received with mnch 
ipplaaso. The opinions, os 1 well knew, 
were rather threadbare, bnt they repre- 
wnted tbe views of a majority of the 
■outhern troops ns early us thu summer 
of 1863, when I bad an opportunity to 
talk with muny of them at Vicksburg. I 
shook Bell till he woke up, und then we 
rose and walked ont to the fire.

_ The newcomers—I took 

no note of their names—shook hands 
with ns, and we wero invited to partake 
of the corn bread and broiled meat which 
the black man was still btisily cooking. 

Three meals iu one day, and bountiful 
meals at that* was much more than we 
had been accustomed to. Vet the mem¬ 
ory of hungry hours was with us, and 
we could have eaten ten times a day had 
the food been set before us, Tho gener¬ 
al and the commodore hnd evidently told 
onr story to their friends, for wo were 
not questioned much. Bell knew all 
about the regiments that had gone iuto 
the Confederate army from east Ten¬ 
nessee and western North Carolina, and 
I let him talk about them, which lie did 
with great familiarity and well assumed 
pride. I remember that he rang the 
changes on “a rich man’s quar’l and a 
pore man’s tight,” aud always with ex¬ 
cellent effect. 

I imagined that those men looked re¬ 
lieved when iny companion and myself 
announced our purpose to keep on till we 
reached the mountains. They made no 
attempa to conceal their purpose in being 
here*. They had rebelled against the 
rebellion and they were living by what 
they euphoniously culled “foraging,” but 
which an intelligent jury would be likely 
to consider stealing. The negro was a 
runaway, a powerful fellow and, as wo 
learned, one of the most useful members 
of the gang, for ho not only cooked, but 
his skill as a forager was acknowledged 
to be greater than that of oil the others 
put together. ; 

Weataid in this strange camp for three 
nights, duriug which tiino the men went 
off foraging by turns and never came 
back empty iiauded. During onr stay 
the*commodore, who waa tho leader of 
the gang, kept us supplied with a decoc¬ 
tion of oak bark, which turned our feet 
to the color of tauued colfskiu aud tough¬ 
ened them in a surprising way, so that 
while the effect lasted we were not 
troubled again with bruises or blisters. 

Tho guug seemed to be well supplied 
with Confederate money, and a dirtier 
currency than that displayed in pulpy 
wads by some of the men it would be 
difficult to iiuugine. In addition to this 
money they had several pucka of greasy 
cards, the backs showing that they wero 
composed of the reinuuuts of many 
packs. Every uight the cards wero 
brought luto use. Poker waa the game, 
tbe commodore was the bauker, und 
nails of three sixes were used as “chips.” 
Bell aud myself were iuvited into the 
game, and on our pleading poverty our 
fellow vagrauts generously raised a col¬ 
lection that uetted us about $200 each 
without perceptibly decreasing the wuds 
that had becu placed under contribution. 
1 am very sure that it did not detract 
from their value. 

I had never played poker before, but 1 
Understood the rules of tho game. So, 
not to apiteur odd, 1 “went iuto the 
game,” and ptayed so cautiously that iu 
the three Hights my losses amounted to 
osily ten dollars, a very modest sum iu- 
deed. when the smallest chip—a shingle 
nail—represented five dollars aud a ten- 
peuny nail twenty. At tiim-s there were 
several pounds of uails iu the middle of 
the blanket ou which we pluyed, aud 
they represented Imiidrcds of dollars, 
lutriusically they were worth more than 
the (wilier they represented. 

Bell had a passion for poker. This 
game, to use his owu words, "jest tilled 
hiui plum full of uew blood of the rich¬ 
est kind.” He forgot his sufferings, for¬ 
got how uud why he had come here uud 
whither he was bound, iu the excite- 
mfUt of the play, lie played, us it 
flflgmgd to me. recklessly: hut he was so 
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’•WHO OOB8 THAR?" 

The mounted searchers went up the 
road along which Bell aud 1 had come, 
and the sound of their exetted voices 
could be heart! long after the tramping 
of the horses’ hoofs died out After a 
short consultation we decided to stick to 
the road for the present.

They are 
only imperfectly stratified, and very com¬ 
pact, nad filled with foreign and finely 
striated stone*. And the axis or trend of 
the drntulin is always in the direction of 
the glacial current, that fa. In New Eng¬ 
land along the shore south-east or east- 
soiith-cost. There are more than a hun¬ 
dred carefully identified druinlins within 
fifty miles rtf Boston. 

Ami yet other striking evidence of the 
glacial de|MMtit may tie found in the kames 
or ioirse-backs «»r Weymouth Heights. A 
katue Is the Scotch for such a sharp gravel 
ridge ns in Irelund is called un esker. and 
in Sweden an osar. Tim best example in 
Weymouth M nt the llcighta. It is a high 
ridge that runs like a rampart across the 
country. Others, forming parts of 
a great moraine, can lie seen near 
Hockley woods on the Back River.

"Plymouth 
county” says Prof. Wright, “is little less 
than n ganglion of such glacial lakes with 
their inclosing deposits—Plymouth town¬ 
ship alone being reputed to have three 
hundred utid sixty.' < 

Finally, there are very decided glacial 
groves nnd nuirkltigs on some of the jut¬ 
ting ledges of rock in Weymouth and vi¬ 
cinity. This scratching and polishing of 
the rock hy the ice-uiovement can lie seen 
in several portions of the town. 

These few facts may suggest some inter¬ 
esting thoughts upon prehistoric Wey¬ 
mouth.

After concluding that the dogs 
were uot after us we moved on once 
more, and at length reached n good, 
well beaten road that led in the right 
direction. Wo met a wagon and a num¬ 
ber of horsemen, but wo took care that 
they did not see ua. 

About midnight we met a man on 
foot who was very drunk, and seemed to 
have lost his horse and his bearings. Be 
told ns that he had been a soldier, "the 
best sojer ever sent out by this here 
county of Elbert or the whole state of 
* * * He farther in- 
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___ calmed down somewhat, 

thongh lie was not inclined to yield, 
gracefully He and his men were ont 
hnnting deserters und horse thieves. They 
hud been tracked into these woods, and, 
while Bell’s story might be true, it was 
the part of prudence to make us prison¬ 
ers nntil wo could prove that we were 
honest men and away from the army on 
furlough 

And now I seemed to side with Hol¬ 
land I assured him that his precaution 
was right and reasonable, bnt 1 urged at 
the same time that it was hard for men 
who were good soldiers, and who hod 
been wounded and lost their health in 
the service, to be treated like deserters 
and thieves. „ . 

ened onr fnrlough. and to prove it 1 
showed hitn the papers I had prepared 
at Dillard’s They were in proper form, 
they were watersoaked and hud all tho 
evidence of having been issued by Major 1 
Huger at Pocotuligo three weeks before. 

We belonged to the Thirty-seventh North 
Carolina, but had been detailed, while 
at Wilmington, for battery service fur¬ 
ther down the coast. 

Holland und others looked oyer tho 
papt:rs, nnd if they doubted my story it 
was not indicated at thnt time. But one 
middle aged man. with a long beard und 
a campineeting cast of countenance, 
asked very solemnly: 

“Is it not the rule to furnish transpor¬ 
tation to men who are furloughed?’* 

As this was one of tho questions 1 had 
prepared for in udvanco. I replied with a 
bow 

“1 see, sir. yon are well acquainted 
with the service. Wo did have trans¬ 
portation to Raleigh, and the quarter¬ 
master there would have seen us through 
as far as he conld, but we lostpitrpapers, 
everything but the actual furloughs and 
n little money, ut Brauciiville. Then we 
knew that wo must either go back and 
lose time or be arrested as deserters and 
lose more time, so we made np our tniuds 
to take to the woods and get borne in that 
way That is why we are here. Now. 
gentlemen we do not fear arrest; indeed, 
we have done nothing to merit it You 
can search ns if 3 *ou will"-— 

Hero Holland interrupted: “Search 
h—1! Can’t we see you ain’t got no 
horses about your clothes?*' At which 
speech the others broke into a roar of 
laughter, while 1 breathed easier, for had 
they searched me they would have found 
in my trousers pocket the memorandum 
book given me by Turner’s adjutant, 

Lutouche. in Richmond, and this was 
now pretty full of notes, indicating my 
prison experience and giving a brief daily 
record of our doings since our escape 
nearly three weoks before. 

After talking apart with his com pan- 
ions for some time Holland camo buck

“1 reckon, gents, you’ll have to come I helped himself several Time's Trom ’the 
along, we can’t afford to take no risks, decanter.

ance was in my favor. I was far from 
being In good health and 1 determined 
to try it, and wo went to sleep; bnt it was 
only to wake np again nnd again in the 
course of the long, black night with a 
feeling of awful depression and tho con¬ 
sciousness that we were being slowly 
suffocated to death. 

The sun had been shining through the 
smokehouse cracks for an hour or tnoro, 
when the door was opened by one of 
. Holland’s men and a refreshing current 
Every day’s delay short; | 0 f a i r blew in. A black man brought na 
some breakfast, which we were per¬ 
mitted to eat sitting in the doorway 
We were nbont to be locked np Jagain 
when 1 begged the man to have us taken 
to some place where there was fresh air, 
and urging that I wassick. usin truth 1 
was. He saifl he would see about it, 
then locked tis in and went away. Ho 
cauie back soon, saying he had iionnis- 
sion to take us to the stable. Here we 
Were Rent up to a loft, nnd I asked the 
man on guard below if he could not seud 
for a doctor, but lie said, "It wouldn’t 
be no nse, for thar was only one doctah 
this side of Abbeville, and ho was dead 
down on horse thieves." 

We were kept in the loft all day, a 
man with his long hunting rifle between 
his knees sitting on a box at the foot of 
the ladder. After we had had our sup¬ 
per and jnst before dnsk the guard was 
relieved by an elderly man, who came 
provided, in addition to his rifle, with a 
book and a lantern. During the day we 
got a good idea of our bearings, and 
when we saw onr guard and; realized 
the fact that we were at least 000 feet 
from the house, our spirits rose. We 
tried to talk to the old gentleman, but 
he was very reticent, and finally told us, 
with anger in his voice, that we must 
not bother him. 

He rested his rifle against the ladder, 
hung the lantern just above tho box, 
then adjusted hia spectacles nnd began 
to read. About 10 o’clock Mr. Calhoun 
camo out with a decanter and a glass, 
and after drinking he told the guard 
that ho Would relieve him at midnight 
But tho old man protested that he cojihl 
“stick it out ns well as them brave boy9 
who had to stand picket duty all night,” 
and, warming up with his second glass, 
he asked as a favor not to bo relieved 
till daylight. This was finally agreed 
to, and, after leaving the decanter and 
glass within reach, Mr. Colhoan said 
“Good night, Squire,” and left.

"If you »ro furloughed soldiers,” said 
the man, "you have no doubt the (Upon 
to provo it.” 

"If you cun show us that yon have the 
right to see onr pupers,” 1 responded, 
"then we can talk.” 

"I ma a captain of iho homo guard in 
the Hampton district.” he said, mid he 
pulled a lot of letters from his picket 
nnd pointed to the addresses, which I re¬ 
fused to read, for our only course was to 
deuy his authority in tho premises. 

The shotgun gave him a decided ad¬ 
vantage: but I could see by his eyes that 
lie would not dare to use it, except in 
self defense. Suddenly his manner 
changed, and he said: "1, perhaps. 


Lincoln was killed. This information 
was thought to be reliablo, as the man 
who told it bad teen it “with his own 
eyes” in a Colombia paper. 

One of these men was decidedly orig¬ 
inal in his way, nud he gave ns an idea 
which we snbseqnently carried out to 
onr great advantage. He seemed to 
have a particular hatred for the men 
who had been exempted from army duty 
because of their negroes.

I'd find ont what plantations 
hud the best hosses or males, an as 1 pre¬ 
fer to ride rather than to walk. I’d do as 
most sojers do, an that is tako a critter 
when I wanted one. Of course it 
wouldn’t be wise to hang on to the same 
critters, but change off every chance. ” 

This man was regarded by his friends 
He had been down 
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Georgia,” be declared, 
formed us that if wo kept straight on 
for about ten or fifteen miles we should 
fetch np at Montevideo, bat he proposed 
that wo should see him homo, when he 
would treat us like gentlemen and send 
a team with us as far as Hart on the 
morrow. We thankfully declined, and 
left the gentleman singing "The South¬ 
ern Wagon" beside the road. 

By way of appeasing our hunger we 
drank at every stream we came to, and 
when the cocks began to crow Bell was 
soivly tempted to find their roosting 
place. The dawn of another day found 
us on the same road, with a pleasant, 
hilly and cultivated country on either 
hand It was thirty-six hours since we 
had tasted food, and during that time 
wo hud traveled a distance estimated at 
seventy miles. This would have taxed 
strong, healthy men, but wo were weak 
to start with, and the terrible strain and 
pri vation were not calculated to improve 
our vigor We both hail "flushes of 
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leveled by u mighty scythe. 

Bell sought to confirm himself in the 
child's good graces by asanring her that, 
although wo wero barefoot and didn't 
have our best clothes along, wo really 
had lots of iiiouey, and to prove the 
latter statement he pulled out the wad 
of Confederate money lie had won on 
the island and gavo a bill to each of tho 
childreu.

As wo neared the house 
the children ran ahead, and when we 
halted before the steps leading np to the 
open space between the two cabins the 
little ones were showing their money to 
a yellow faced, hollow eyed woman 
whoso faded culico dress appeared to be 
her only garment, and who held—cigar 
fashion—between her thin lijw u willow 
stick, which told at a glance that she 
was addicted to the habit of snuff dip¬ 
ping. W/V;;- 

"Howdee, strangers?’ whs t ho wom¬ 
an's salutation us Bell and 1 doffed pur 
hats and stoml before her. 

Bell said that he was feeling very Weil, 
excepting that he was a little damp and 
hungry and that if the ludy wonld get 
us something to eat and permit us to dry 
our clothes before going on that he would 
glmlly pay her her own price, us he cared 
far more for tho accommodation than he 
Aid for the money.

constituted his simple attire, His hair 
nud lieurd were shnggy and gray, and 
his loug, leathery cheeks and bony ciu 
nauioii colored hands gave hhu the np 
i pearauce of Jin Indian. He was very dis- 
I hint at first. He knew uothiug about the 
war und did not want to know, e 
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m a great traveler, 
the river to Savannah, and he had also 
made u trip in his younger days "way 
out to Pickens.” which was the extreme 

northwestern corner of the state. We 
talked far into the uight, and the next 
uiorniug Bell and myself, in excellent 
health and spirits, bade farewell to Mr 
Dillard and his interesting family. 

We hod a rude map of the rouds lead¬ 
ing to Aikeu. and we were assured by 
Mr. Dillurd and his friends that if we 
kept on the tracks indicated and did not 
put up at the larger plantations that we 
might trust the poor whites, “fo’ they 
was our own kind of folks.” This advice 
was certainly good, and acting on it we 
passed through Aiken, Edgefield and 
|to the Abbeville district We met 
many deserters on the way. and the men 
with whom we spoke were all convinced 
that the south was whipped, If tho de- 
luoraJixutioa and desertions were as 
great in other parta of the south, and I 
am iucliiied to think they were, it is cer¬ 
tain that the southern men hastened the 
inevitable end. 

On the night, or rather early morning, 
of July 7 we were concealed in a dense 
wood between a place called Lowndea- 
ville and the border of the Anderson dis¬ 
trict, aboirt three miles from tho Savan¬ 
nah river Wo had been traveling bard 
for about sixteen honns. and made up 
our minds to rest beforo, going on. We 
lay down in u deserted cabin, that must 
have beeu used at one time by hunters, 
for there were plenty of “birds” in that 
section We had not yet dropped off to 
sleep when wo were startled by hearing 
the trampinq and snorting of horses, 
and looking out through the chinks of 
the cabin we saw six well mounted, well 
armed men approaching. They came 
directly to the cabin, os if sure that tho 
purties they were in search of were se¬ 
creted there. Keiniug in. one of the 
men halted before the opening, und with 
ids carbine thrown into the hollow of 
his bridle arm he shouted: 

•Hello, in there!" 

1 came to the opening, and, with as 
much bold neus us 1 could assume, I asked 
the iiiun wliut be wunted. 

‘We want ull you fellows to come out

auother hiding place for tho day, and 
we hurried toward the nearest woods. 
Thoroughly exhausted und with the hun¬ 
ger burning our vitu* again, as it bad 
done at Libby and Charleston, we tot¬ 
tered into the underbrush and lay down 
like furnished wolves Wo were roused 
from our sleep by feeling ourselves 
pushed, and starting up we found our¬ 
selves in the midst of a half score of those 
long nosed, razor backed hogs to be 
found no -.place outsido of southern 
'woods, ;. /-'W- 

Bell sprang to his feet with Ida knife 
lit his hand, but tiefore he could strike 
the wild block creatures were off in a 
state of great alarm.

The following is the paper referred to. I 
It was read by Mr. Adams on Thursday of 
last week before the Massachusetts His¬ 
torical Society iu Boston.— 

Nearly twenty years ago I was invited to 
deliver an address upon the 230th annlvcr- 
Htiy of the settlement of the town of Wey¬ 
mouth. In preparing that address I made 
an effort to locate the Mite of Thomas Wes¬ 
ton’s WeNsugusset plrihtation of 1(122, hut 
was able to g«t no further indication of it 
than is coutuliicd iu the following extract 
from Russell'* Guide to Plymouth"A 
correspondent in Quincy thus descrilies the 
place: 'It U about three miles south-east 
of the granite church in Quincy, at a place 
locally called Old Spain.' Weston’s colo¬ 
ny sailed up Fore River, which separates 
Quincy from Weymouth, und then entered 
Phillips Creek, ami commenced operations 
on Its north bank.” (p. }Q0, n.) 

ft seemed to be well established that the 
slto of Weston's settlement was In that 
part of Weymouth now locally known us 
“Old Hpui n though no cue lias ever yet 
been able to suggest even n plausible theo¬ 
ry why It is called "Old Spain." It will 
be remembered that when Oov. Winthrnp 
lu M32 paid Ills first visit to Plymouth hu 
started from Boston on what Is now the 
4th of November, taking with him John 
Wilson, the pastor of the church, ami oth¬ 
ers, and, going on board the Lion, wus car¬ 
ried by the captain of thut ship' in u boat 
to WcMxnguHCUM. Returning from Ply¬ 
mouth, six days later, on what i« with ns 
the 10th of November, he says that leav¬ 
ing Plymouth at 3 o'clock in the morning, 
they “came that eveiling to Wessaguscus, 
where they were iMiuntifully euUirtaiued 
us Indore with more turkey*, geese, Fuck*, 
etc. and the next day (the lltli) came safe 
to Boston.” 

The point here to be emphasized is '•'!*»- 
throp's double visit to Wessaguaaet in 
November 1032, ami his stay there both go¬ 
ing to uml coming from Plymouth, tie wus 
more or less futuiliur with the loirs lily, and 
knew exactly where to place the settle¬ 
ment oil a map of the coast, especially lu»w 
it lay us regarded the harbor and the *i*- 
proaohes to it. 

Wood, in his "New Knglund’a Prospect,” 
(Young; Chronicles of MiuuiaoliuseUs, p. 
%>l)May*of WeM.HugU'iHet a year later, I u 
■•1033: “This a* yet is but u small village; 
yet it 1* very pleasant aud healthful, very 
good ground, uml I* well timbered, and 
hath good store of hay-ground. It hath a

the Proceedings of the Boelety la aaaaac 
tlon with this paper. I will merely add 
that, ronsidrring how freely drawn thla 
map la, and how much la amraly roughly 
Indicated, it will be * nail la all a—alia! 
respects, when examined on the spot, ra- 
rlotisly otrenrate. Upon It, for laatonoa, 
not only the outline of tho mat, tmt all 
the rivers and creeks era so clsariy indi¬ 
cated, as to be racognlaed at ones. Tha 
site of Merrymoant, or Mk Wall—t—, eoa 
be correctly placed upon the map lying be¬ 
tween what was know as the Mount Wol¬ 
laston River ami the Quincy Blver. So 
also tho stream running up to what la now 
known as Braintree Nock, and also tha 
Weymouth Fore River and the Weymouth 
Back River. Tim exact position of the 
present bridge connecting Quincy Point 
with Old 8paln can lie pointed out, as also 
the outline of the tidal basin south of It. 
An examination of the map shows that 
Gov. Wlnthrop, who had been there per¬ 
sonally, located the Wessaguaaet settle¬ 
ment nearly opposite the mouth of tha 
Quincy River, and a little, if anything, 
north of it. Phillips Creek, on the other 
hand, also on the opposite shore, ia actually 
a considerable distance above the month 
of the Quincy River, and quite concealed 
from it. It is not indicated upon the map. 

Going to Hie site of the Wraaagusset 
plantation as indicated on Wlnthrop'a map, 
it was at once obvious to ns thut thin local¬ 
ity was tho ono which naturally would 
have been selected foi the purposes of a 
pioneer trailing station. Not only wna 
there good anchorage, as Wood Bays, in 
front of it and within a reasonable distance 
of the shore, but the place commands n 
clear and unbroken view of tha entrance 
to the harbor through what ia now known 
a* "Hull Gut," or the passage between 
Hull and Peddock's Island. Had the. 
ground to tho north of Phillips Creek 
been selected, it would have been, 
impossible to get from it- any view of 
of the harbor, while it is obvious that for 
those seeking to <*Htabllnli a trading post, 
the sole object which Weston's people had 
In view, an unobstructed view of the en¬ 
trance of the harlmr was a matter of the 
first importance. The locality indicated by 
Wlnthrop also lay advantageously for plan¬ 
tation purpose*, inasmuch as the ground 
was level, the ascent from the lieoch not 
too abrupt, and fresh water was easily 
obtainable in tlio immediate vicinity. 
Winthrop, it wilt lie observed, places We*, 
ssguaact upon the north side of the cove, 
or Indenture of the shore, nearly opposite 
the mouth of the Quincy River. Thla cove 
is plainly that now called King’a Cove, 
formerly known as Hunt's Hill Cove. The 
point to the north of it, directly opposite 
tho mouth of the Quincy River, has always 
been known a* Hunt's HID Point. Nasb, 
In his Sketch of Weymouth, (p. 132) saya 
that,—"In thu early part of the 18th ceu- 
tury, u company was formed by a uumber 
of prominent men of the town for the pur¬ 
pose of carrying on 'a fishing trade to Cape 
Batfies,’ aud the towu granted to it the use 
of 'so much of Hunt's Hill, «lt| tho low. 
lund and beach adjoining, at the mouth of 
Fore River, a* may be neceasary for the 
purpose.' A* far as the record shows, this 
wtts the first joint stock company formed 
in the town. Of its history but little is 
kiiowii." Further on, (p. 193) he adds that 
in 187(i, "N. Porter Keene commenced the 
construction of vessels in Old Spain, near 
Huut'* Hill, and siuce that time lie lisa 
built II vessel*, sail aud steam, averaging 
a cost of ulMitit 940,001) each. There is on 
the stocks at preseut, that is in 1881, a largo 
vessel iuteuded for a four-masted schooner 
since launched.” The ship yard referred 
to by Mr. Nosh wo* ubundoned a few years 
siuce uml no traces of It now remain with 
the exception of a tvVo-atory store house or 
work-shop, which not iiii|iossibly may stand, 
close to the situ originally occupied by Wes¬ 
ton’s block house. 1 u all the early records 
of the town this s|M>t is tncludud in what is 
known as “thu Pluiu.” 

It is mutter of regret that Hunt's Hill, a 
glacial deposit immediately north of King’s 
Cove, U being removed in order to supply 
material for the filling of the water park of 
the city of Boston now iu course of con¬ 
struction, uuur Castle Islaud. This hill 
apparently lay immediately south of the 
*ite of the WuMsuguHset settlement and be¬ 
tween Duud King’s Cove,—the settlement 
look lug off t<»wanl* tbe north. As our 
investigation* seemed to iudicute that there 
cuu lie little if any doubt os to where the 
urigluul settlement was made, it is also to be 
regretted thut tbe grouud iu tho Immediate 
neighborhood should uot be preserved and 
set mode for public use* with a proper 
mumoriai placed upou it. In view of the 
fact thut hero wus located tbe firs* settle¬ 
ment wUliiu the origlnul colony of Massa¬ 
chusetts Hay, thut here wus tbe point at 
which Miles Stuudish hud his momentous 
conflict with tho suvuges which settled for 
hull a century the question of European 
usccudancy iu MuHtachusetie, aud here also 
was the point ut which the famous Weesa- 
gusset bunging which Butler made such 
use of iu his |»oeiu of I lmlibran did not oc¬ 
cur,— all combining to make of it a poiut of 
iuterest second to hardly uuy other this 
side of Plymouth,—the legislature of the 
Commonwealth uot impossibly, and the 
Town of Weymouth very probably, might 
he induced to take suiue action to preserve 
und suitably murk jt; but in uuy event the 
subject is ouu which deserves the attention 
of this Society.

The Eolips*. 

Everyone in towu, young and old, viewed 
the eclipse on Sunday evening. Ihe full 
moon rose in all her beauty soou after sun¬ 
set aud wa* larger and brighter, it seemed, 
than usual. About 5.30 the eclipse first 
became noticeable, the moon beginning 
theu to pass into the earth's shadow, prov¬ 
ing beyoud a doubt that the earth is round 
by tlie circular shadow which slowly trav¬ 
eled across the moon's face. 

The shatlow rapidly grew until the 
uioou was entirely enveloped aud darkuess 
reigned. The moou, however, was visible 
ilurlug the whole of the eclipse, looking 
like a toy balloon or a aoap bubble of a 
•oppery color with variations of blue end 
red tiuts about the edges. About eight 
o'clock the mooo began to emerge from the 
shadow, slowly resuming its wuuted bright¬ 
ness. and at nine the full uioou was again 
to be seen. 

Oae of the questions settled by this 
eclipse is that the moon has no satellite os 
has been supposed by some astronomers. 

To those who witnessed the peculiar, 
dim, faded, nud sickly appearance of the 
moou while iu sbudow, it will uo longer be 
a matter of wonder that the ancients und 
savages thought the moou sick at such 
time* and used to offer sacrifice* and pray¬ 
ers to tho God*, with much wailing, bar 
and lutuealutiou.

Seventh Day Baptist, with a great deal 
of contempt for education and a Arm be-* 
lief in tbo power of p T«>nal inspiration. 

He heard our story, and when Mr. Bow* 
man offered to take ns to bin houaa Otd 
Man Hleigli clnspml his hands and closed 
his eyes in the attitude of prayer, and 
•aid, with an accent that no combination 
of letters conbl reproduce: 

"Bill Bowman—ah, these yarstrangers 
—ah, hea coute bar from my son— ah, 
and the Lor gave, «nd the Lor he took- 
eth away—nli, so shall they tarry under 
my roof—all. so long ex they need the 
Samaritan** help—ith." 

Old Man Sleigh waa evidently shaky 
in hi* Scriptural quotations, but them 
could U* no mistak ing the warmth of bis 
welcome and tho kindiiess of bis heart* 
His family consisted of hia wife, two 
daughters of over twenty and a boy of 
seventeen, who was an idiot who had no 
kin. but whom the old man "wn* a 
keerin foh foil de good Lor*s sake.” 

Tin? two cabins were connected by a 
floored covered way, which was also the 
sitting room when the weather per¬ 
mitted. One cabin had in it the nsoal 
two high poster bed* and the trundle 
bed* Ixmeath them. The other hnd a 
hnge fireplace at one end, a table covered 
with oilcloth, a dresser with tho usual 
heavy hlnestom? ware and simps to hold 
tho tin spoons along tho edge pf the 
shelving. The chairs were homemade 
and comfortable, and the chickens 
scratching nbont tho door and the aow 
with her litter of black "roasters" under 
tho muin apartment all told of nnasnal 
prosperity. 

Mrs. Sleigh ami her daughters dipped, 
and they swore nud used expressions 
that would not Ik* thought polite in a 
camp of rongli aoldiers, yet it seemed so 
natural to them that tho vulgarity was 
forgotten in their entire tmeousdooa- 
ness of harm. Mr. Bowman remained 
to dinner, for which a number of chick¬ 
ens had been hilled, mid the meal was 
preceded l»y a very long bleasiug and a 
drink of new corn whisky, all takiug it 
as freely and cosily ns if it wero milk, 
except the idiot l*»y, Old Mail Sleigh 
explaining the forced abstinence of the 
latter by saving, "I don't think no one 
should partake of thetu blessin’s «*z ho 
ain't got the brains to predate,’* which 
wa* certniulv a novel kind of temper¬ 
ance argument. 

Art the sun was sinking ont of sight 
behind the Blue Ridge, men and women, 
the latter barefoot, though many of 
them carried shm-s in their bauds. c:vmo 
in from the bill:* anil gatl»er»*d about the 
little log church. On my ex pressing sar- 
prise, for this was Friday. Mother Sleigh 
explained that tin* folkrt "was u-comiug 
down to nieetiii." She firmly believed 
that all those who were not Seventh Day 
Baptists were harrying along the broad 
road to eternal ruin. She said iu eject: 
"We uns* Sabbath liegins at sundow .1 ti>- 
uiglit and lasts till sundown toinorrer. 
TbatV 'cordin to the Scriptures. Them 
that works the seventh day and lies off 
Sunday is pore.ignorunt cr»tter« anlhit’a - 
most tmrprisiu to me that the Qood Lor 
ain't done lost patience with e:u loug 
since*. D—n all sich siiy l!“ 

The shutters were taken down from 
the glassies* windows just os the golden 
glare of the sun vanished from the high¬ 
er crests of th*.* Blue Ridge, and the peo¬ 
ple fh>oked iuto the meeting house, the 
women first putting on their shoes. Old 
Muti Sleigh carried iu a bucket of water 
covered with a sheet, which he laid very 
solemnly on a little raised platform at 
the other end A few tin sconces filled 
With lard were lighted and fastened to 
the wall*. On rough benches the men 
and wouieu sat facing each other, all 
with their eve* fixed on their clasped 
hands. 1 hliould add that the outer 
walls.of the little meeting house wero 
lined '.'with long rifles, from which hung 
powder liorus aud bullet pouches. 

In front of the building a huge firo 
had diee-tt'.built, and about this the chil¬ 
dren gathered, all silent and unnaturally 
solemn bmkiug. There was a weirdness 
aboutthe situation that impressed me 
greatly, and Bell, to whom this was 110 
novelty, looked us if lie were meditatiug 
a speech or a prayer that would make a 
hit. I shull not attempt to reproduce 
the long prayer of Old Man Sleigh* As 
liis fervor increased, so did the number 
of "alls," which he shot out like a man 
short of breath. Stirred by his seal the 
men shouted: “Glory!" “Arnett!" "Hal¬ 
lelujah!" ••Lor bless Old Man Sleigh!"

Thu elections are over aud us people tiud 
time to once more turn ...'their attention to 
business, the question uaturully is, what 
is the outlook, or wilt business be any .bet- 
tcr tiiuii it has U-t u in the past? 

On the theory which once prevailed that 
good crujM* meuut g«*-d business, there cer¬ 
tainly should be u decided boom in uii 
muuiifa< taring industries, but *h«<orie» do 
nut seem to prevail or other causes hair 
entered iu to disturb the order of tliiugs. 

A cureful study of the situation ut the 
great distributing centres for boots aud 
shoes fails to llnd u marked activity iu 
uny of them. Again, we find that the iu- 
crcuaiug facilities for production are far 
in exceas of the deiuuud or the growth of 
the country. 

There must tlieu, of necessity, be a new 
market found or a curtailment bo made iu 
our »bue producing facilities. As to new 
markets we would not suggest South Amer¬ 
ica, Africa or India. There are tuauy rea¬ 
sons why those countries are not now, and 
will not fur a long time, W purchasers to 
any great extent of American boots aud 
shoes; and were they large purchasers 
their monetary affairs are in such coudi- 
liou thut losses would b*< iucurrsd which 
would more than offset uuy profits there 
might be iu the trade.

When a fair or entertainment 
is to lie given, the mention of the event to 
come is s matter of news, hut If the paper 
1* requested to insert a more lengthy notice, 
or a mention in several places, or a repeated 
notice from week to week, It is advertising 
and must lie paid for as such. 

While every good newspaper is Interested 
In the success of every enterprise In the 
town and In the booming of the town lt*elf 
and is willing to do all in Its power to ad¬ 
vance nil good projects, it must be remem- 
hered that paper, Ink and type all cost 
tnon^v, that type-setting is expensive, that 
livings have to be earned and rents and 
taxes paid. Bearing this in mind it will 
lie admitted that the small sum of 10 cents 
per line which we charge for these read¬ 
ing notice* is a very low price indeed for 
the service rendered. Indeed, many papers ; 
charge considerably more for this class of 
advertising. Bnt not only as a source of 
i evenue do we place a charge upon this 
class of matter. It is also a sort of pro¬ 
tective tariff and if our column* should lie 
opened fr«q for everyone to Insert notice* 
ami repeat them in al 1 the different columns 
of briefs free of charge it would become *o 
ohiioxiouk to our readers that rery soon we 
would have no aulmcriptlon list.

It was re-presented 
to him with appropriate remarks by 
Dudley of Salem, who, as senior al«te**Jfc- 
c.»mp on the staff of the roramsnder-ln- 
chief, had Instructions from that officer to 
deliver the lost article to Its owner, and re¬ 
port proceedings. Several other officers ami 
members of the Fifty-eighth Masa. regi¬ 
ment were also present, and the occasion 
which was a pleasant one, would have been 
honored by the presence of a larger num¬ 
ber of veterans, were It not that several 
Important municipal gatherings were held 
in the city that same evening.

The following dispatch from Detroit 
printed in the Boston Olobe will lie read 
with interest by the comrades and friends 
of Francis I*. Loud of this city and It catnc 
to him as a surprise. 

Drraorr, August A, 1*91. 

One of those incidents peculiar to gather¬ 
ings of army man took place here tu-day. 

A young man, poorly clad, entered the 
Hotel Cadillac, and accosting Dr. Albion 

M. Dudley, past commander of I'hll Sheri- 
dan Post, M of Salem, asked where he con!d 
And a Massachusetts veteran. 

Dr. Dudley informed his questioner that 
he was one, upon which the young man 
whose name Is William Quigley, informed 
Dr. Dudley that while In the army with his 
father, Capt. Quiglev of Co. D, 27th Mlctii- 
gang Infantry, in front of Petersburg in 
1565, he found a silver watch which he 
wished to return to Its owner, and handed 
an old silver watch to the doctor. 

It is difficult to picture the surprise of Dr. 
Dudley, who was captain of Co. K. 58th 
Massachusetts Infantry, when he examined 
the watch ami found on the inner case the 
following inscription: 

rnnanirnro to f. r. loud 

IV TUX MZMSKRS or THK 

Mth MAssACHUsarrs rioimbmt band. 

Capt. Dudley received the watch with 
great pleasure, for he not only knew the 
owner a* an old comrade, hut as Represen- 
tatlve F. I*. Loud of Brockton and leader 
of the band of his old regiment. 

Capt. Dudley will upon his return give 
the watch to iu owner. 

The title of “Representative” is probably 
a mistake, but Mr. Loud is a resident of 
Washington street, this city, is a letter car¬ 
rier, and a past commander of Paul Revere 
Post 88, G. A. R. 

He enlisted twice in the war, in 18(11 and 
1864, each time in the band. It was a few 
days prior to his second departure, April 28, 
1861, that the memliers of the band pre¬ 
sented him with the watch above mentioned 
and also a revolver. lie remetnbera the 
occasion distinctly. It was at the Read- 
ville camp-ground, he being call out of bed 
one night for the purpose. The revolver 
he has now. 

Mr. Loud don't know how he lost the 
watch. It was before Petersburg as stated, 
but the disappearance was mysterious, und 
he holies to get more light on that point. 

Mr. Loud is looking forward wiRi pleas¬ 
ure to the return of Dr. Dudley. He does 
not expect the watch is very valuable, but 
he will prize it for its associations.

I looked up and saw six men pointing 
their rifles down at us, aud at the same 
time four mounted men rode up the 
canyon and called on us to surrender. 

The 
men on the rocks came clambering 
down, our arms were seized, and we 
were prisoners. 

These men were commanded by a ser¬ 
geant, a soldierly looking fellow, who 
evidently understood his business. I 
showed him the paroles of Bell uml my¬ 
self, which had so often stood us in 
good need, but their power to convince 
was gone. The sergeant, who belonged 
to tho Third Georgia cavalry, expressed 
himself about as follows: 

“Your paroles may Ikj all right, and 
then, again, they may not be. But if 
they hud been drawn up by President 
Davis and countersigned by General Lee 
they would do you no good. Why not: 
Well, because my orders are not to rec¬ 
ognize furloughs unless the men who 
buvo them are sick in bed or so badly 
wonuded that they can't handle a gun.” 

Bentou protested that he was wound¬ 
ed, and Bell showed the still unhealed 
bullet wound oil his right breast, but the 


After breakfast Captain Keene Rent for 
Bell and myself, and told ns that he had 
been watching na since our arrival and 
was convinced we were brave men and 
good soldiers. For this we seemed duly 
grateful and showed a desire to merit 
his continned regard. The captain 
farther informed ns that all the rest of 
the prisoners were deserters, and that if 
they had their dues every one of them 
would he shot, but the military author¬ 
ities, not having time to try them, 
wonld soon place them where the 
Yankees wonld tiecome their execution¬ 
ers. Ho then asked ns if we could ride, 
ami on being told that we could he aald 
he would give us mounts and assign ns 
to the detail that was to drive the cattle 
down to Lawrenceville, which was, I be¬ 
lieve, in Gwinnett county, about thirty 
miles from Atlanta. 

We were rejoiced at this arrangement. 
The horses given to ns had the “U. 8." 
brand, and the saddles and equipments 
had 1 Felonged to our cavalry. Captain 
Reese's confidence did not extend to giv¬ 
ing ns arms, bnt we expressed no desire 
for them. Before, starting ont that morn¬ 
ing we understood that Benton had es¬ 
caped in the course of the night, and a 
squail of troopers was sent bock to 
“shoot him on sight," bnt though 1 
never heard of him again I am inclined 
to think tlmt they did not sncceed. 

When the inarch began the main body 
of troops, with the prisoners and wagons, 
went ahead, aud a detail of about twen¬ 
ty-five men, all armed but Bell and my¬ 
self, folioweil with the cattle. The ser¬ 
geant in charge of the detail was the 
man who had arrested ns the day before, 
and his vigilance and lFearing were such 
as might have Adorned a higher rank. 
He watched Bell uml myself continually* 
and we planned to win his confidence as 
we had that of Captain Reese. 

About 9 o’clock that night we found a 
good pasture for the cattle on Battle 
creek anil went into camp. By daylight 
we hail breakfast and were moving 
again. From the first Bell and myself 
had planned to save onr horses without 
seeming to shirk onr work, onr object 
being to make a break the firet chance 
we bad. The second night we encamped 
on a plantation in Cherokee connty. 
Since morning the burned fences, tho 
groups of ash heaps beside the road and 
the general air of dilapidation about the 
houses, most of which were abandoned, 
told that friend or foe had recently been 
over the same ground. 

Iu the course of tho night it began to 
rain, and the next morning the creek 
along which we hud herded the cattle 
was a rnnning flood with enough water 
in it to float a gunboat. Some of the 
cattle were on one side of this torrent 
anil some on the other, anil Bell and 
myself with two others were ordered 
across to drive the animals over. We 
hail to swim our horses, and us my com¬ 
panion could not swim I kept close to 
his side. With an oath he whispered to 
me, ‘Til rather have a buttery fire on 
me Ilian go back over that crik." 

The cattle we were sent after appeared 
to have as much dread of the flood os 
hail Bell. They bolted into the woods, 
anil then began a race on onr part to 
head them off, work which the two 
armed men were quite willing we shonld 
do. We dashed into the woods after a 
steer, and by the time we hud turned 
him we must have been at least half a 
mile from the rest of the party. Onr 
horses wero quite as good as uny with 
the sergeant. There was no need for 
consultation. A glance and Bell and 
myself understood each other. We left 
the steer to take care of himself, and at 
a gallop we made for the south, the 
direction of Atlunta and of Sherman’s

We had learned from the sergeant the 
night before that we were in Cherokee 
county and not more than thirty miles 
in a straight line from Marietta, which 
was in Union hands. We kept in the by¬ 
ways, never slocking our speed till noon, 
when the poor, steaming animals reeled 
as if they must fall. When it became 
evident that they could not stand the 
strain and that we eonld make better 
time on foot, particularly as we were in 
the Alatoona hills, we dismounted, took 
off the bridles and saddles, and gave 
freedom to the noble creatures who had 
served our purpose so well. 

In the afternoon the booming of guns 
could lie heard in the direction of At¬ 
lanta, and the sound urged us on as a 
spur does a jaded steed. We had not 
eaten since morning, but although we 
could see lights after nightfall we de¬ 
cided to run no risks, but to go without 
food for a week, if need be, or till we 
reached our lines. Wo slept on the crest 
of a wooded hill, and with the first gleaiu 
of day we were up. but early though it 
was the guns that had lieeu silent dur¬ 
ing the ni d ht were again booming iu sul¬ 
len echoes along the hills.
